Dear Ms. Bell-McKoy: 

Associated Black Charities, Inc. (“ABC") publicly released a statement on April 1,2019 about its . 
involvement with Healthy Holly, LLC. In the statement, ABC acknowledged that it paid Healthy Holly, 
LLC for books from donations between 2011 and 2016. In response to this finding, ABC’s Board of 
Directors took certain steps including: 

• prohibiting ABC from entering into any business arrangements with any elected officials or any 
politically appointed persons, and 

• developing a process to review ABC vendors and their appropriateness to do business with ABC. 

In 2017, ABC was chosen to manage the Baltimore City Children and Youth Fund. Through this 
Agreement approved by the Board of Estimates in 2018, the City has awarded ABC $10.8 million in 
grants to 84 grantees for the first year of the Fund and $1.2 million to manage the grants. 

With ABC’s recent statement, I want to ensure that the Fund is being well-managed and that there are no 
conflicts of interest with ABC, its subcontractors or grantees. As such, pursuant to the Agreement and 
the Interim Governance and Administration of Fund Rules and Regulations, I have requested the City’s 
Department of Audits conduct an audit of the records of ABC, its subcontractors and grantees with 
respect to matters covered under the Agreement.
